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He two-fold crofſe in Wiſdoms Ge one to croſle the earthly mind,-the 
other to croſle the heavenly mind ; if the earthly mind be gone forth af- 
ter its celigns 1m.: aged and enter'd into earthly matter , which the Heavens 
diſpoſe of in Wiſdoni's hand ; for it is All-ways-dairs work to croſſe or dam 
up all the wa'es and wil-s of man fallen into the Serve-pains wiſdom, and ſo he 
creates and makes the old earthly A-da.n ; The other that croſſes the heaven- 
ly mind, is that which 1s called the ſecond Adam., which was from Heaven 
heavenly; if there be a fear in the ſoul or ſoulaty part of man, of damnation 
or excluf:on from Heaven, and that becauſe he cannor have his heavenly mind 
fultlled by knowing of his name written m the book of Life ; it runs out to 
ſee, and to find ſome way or work wherein he may be accepted for ſo doing, or 
ſo walking , and ſo ate a running out in-ways and works to find the way 
into Heaven ; Bur the ſecond Adaw in wayeſ-dams hand by light diſco- 
vers them in their ſelfiſh wiyes and works , which they are in for their 
cwn ſalvation , which is their own end to fave their ſoul : ſo that the 
croſle or dam is forced in the earthly mind, and the heavenly mind 3 for 
they cannot take up the crcfle freely , becauſe they are not free for want

ſpeaking thoſe things that Light allows not of : thoſe that are in Shops or cal- 
1I:ngs, making or ſelling commodities to pleaſe the pride of the eye, or to ful- 
fill rhe luſt of the fleſh , they that ſtand in this Croſs, Crucifies Chriſt ; and 
they that withdrayvs from this , croſſes the earthly mind ; therefore know this 
thou that readeſt, or heareſt, thar this life is ſprung forth on earth, to croſs and

Therefore ſtrive after 
ſuch a ſtare by oppoling thar har doth ariſe ro diſturb, uncill chee haſt gotren 
power over all diſturbers in thy ſelf 3 for if thy content,or pe:ce,or well-being, 
confilts or depends on others \yords or a&tions , or on any thing elſe withour 
thee;cheſe being all ſubjze& ro murarion,ſ2 muſt that conrent or peacezor well- 
be:ng thac depends on them, be ſub;e& ro mutation likewiſe 3 and while it is 
ſo with any one, they have more life abroad in corruption and vanity then they 
can command ; and ſo are Servants to corruption , and ſubje& to mutation 
and anguith in their minds, Souls, or inviſible parc, which is of higheſt or moſt 
concernuentz and ſuch a one is not yet come to the Erernall fixed redeemed 
free ſtare and Ration, which hath power over all things. And moreover if ano- 
ther be brought into ſo high a condition in himſelf, and Iam nor , what doth 
that availe me, unleſs I live in him or them by faith, ſo as to ftrive after the 
ſame condition of fixed freedom 3 or if another be bound by their aſfeRion ro

Alas alas where is that Love to be found 
in pra&iſe amongft men and women in this day , wherein Love 1s ſo much ral- 
ked of 3 rhar is pure withour ſelf-end; 'ris hard to find it, yet it may be found 
aQing in a fey bodyes of fleſh. Wouldeſt thou kneyy in what bodyes of fleſh it

And where this pure Love is,that is free from {elf-end, it cauſes all choſe bodys 
of fleth in which it hath dominion, to live no higher in externall enzoyments , 
then they can give, and will give, and do give, and have given to every one as 
000d that will come ro them,or that have nor more then they.Who was lower 
in externall enzoyments in Chriſts time , than he : though he might have had 
enough; yet he would not : 'tis the willing that is accepted of, Who was 
more diſpiſed, and ſer at naught, and had more evil ſaid of, than Ch:ilt and his 
followers had yn his tine ?
